DRY WEATHER STIFFENS CORN!
Cotton Operators Stirred Up Over

News of a Strong August
Pool.

NEW VOnis*. August 2..There wero
n.atiy eonfllctlng factors hearing
speculatlve wheat markets early ln tbe
week. and tho onrly trend of prices wns
toward lower levels. Fnr a tlme 1hc
bears were tu the majorlty, belng en-
coin-aKcd by the lower temperaturo in
spring wheat tcrrltory and the heavy
arrivals of winicr wheat at Jntorior
markets,
There wns a heavy movement <>r

wheat io Kansas Clty. st. Louls and
other wlnter markets. whlch led tn n
McKer Increase in the vlsible supplythnn hnd been rounted on. Hoporls
from Ihiropeqti markets were both dis-
rouragltig nnrl puzzllng. For Instance.
ihey showed n weaker tendency abroad
at llie outsot. ln splte of reports that
Meavy ralns were dnniftglng the crop
in Russia, and also despito tlie fact
that the total world's clearances for
the week were agaln nbout hnlf as
Jleavy as the estlmated weekly needs
"f Importlng countrles. In vlew of
Ihe latter. li was argucd that new
Etirnpean wheat would fin.l ready salo
ns soon as It Is offered.

Improved Mnrkct l.nler.
Followlng tho early depression in

our markets. there was a feeling of
Bir-ater flrtnncss and a partial rerovery..
due chlefly to alarm iiniong shnrts on
account of reports that the extremely
g-ot weather in the Northweat wns like-
i\- to in.iure the spring wheat crop.
Thoy wore nlso rendered unensy by
reports that Mack rust had hoen dls-
covcred in South Dakota. Coverlng by
phorts was nlso prompted hy th.
greater interest shown by both mlllers
nnd exporters. Orders from abroad
were fairly large fnr wlnter wheat nnd
Durum. nnd lt wns- regarded as a good
point fnr the bulls that much of the
business traiisactcd was for French
nccount.

Coiirnr «f l.nle Itnlly.
Late in tne week thero was rather

more firmness, although there were

fr. quenf rccesslons. The partlal re-

.overy was mainly attrlbutable to re¬

ports of less favorable outlook in tlie
"N'orthwest, owlng tn hot weather and
the appearance of black rust, espe-
Cially in South Dakota. Moreover, it
v-as alleged thnt because of tlie lntcnso
heat thc kimIii had rlpened prematttrely.
the berry having shriveled In some

jilaccs. lt was sald, before It bad
reached maturity. ln the main. how¬
ever. most conservatlve dealers were

skeptical. They inclino to the opinion
tliat greatly e.xaggorated reports had
bern put ln circulation in the North-
wost. mainly for speculativo purposes.

Recelpts at primary points have con¬

tlnued fairly large. but were not at all
excesslVe; as there ha-s bo.-n fnlrly
actlve buylng for mllling and export,
although toward thc end exporters
-,'ero showlng less Interest. clalmlne
that their limits were too low in most

lnstanccs.^ ^ ^ ^^ ftecllnc in the

nnal dealings. The slight setback to¬

ward the end was also partly ascribed
to dlsappointing cables, forelgn mar¬

kets belng somewliat dull and deprcss-
e.i notwithstandlng reports of damage
to thc crop ln Russia by heavy ralns.
Consorvatlvo dealers estlrnate thc crop
in three blg States. Minnesota and
thc Dakota s, at about 170.000.000
1,, 175.000.000 bushels. against early
OBUmalCS Of over 2f0.000.000.

Outlook for Corn.

Early in the week the corn market
was somewhat wcak nnd depressed on

reports lhat the crop was maklng good
progress, owing to flne weather. The
recent hlgh temperature has resulted
ln rapld growth and the early planted
corn ls said to bc almost at a normal
hoight, while corn lhat was seeded
late ov/nlng to floods, etc has mado
batlsfuctoij galns. lt was further pre-

"Taft's Speech Crcatctl but Littlc
Slir, and Steel Earnings Were

KiiOAvn in Advance.

GRAIN CROPS EXCELLENT

Will lmprove Business for Rail¬
roads and Give Einployincnt

to Thousands.

NEW TORK, August 2..Much oe-
ctitTCd last weok of Interest nnd lm¬
portance from a flnanclal atnndpolnt,
but so much of it had boen expected
nnd ncted upon b.v antlclpatlon In the
stock market that the passage of thc
ttoek's ovents left the market in a con¬
dltlon of neglect nnd diillnesp. Tho
Irrogtilar tono of the market for securl¬
tles wns an indox of nn uncertaln
niood over tho fiiture rather than of
dlssntlsfactlon wlth the ncrompllsh-
ment shown by the week's ovcntB.

'Newa THvoiiutcri.
The delivery of Ihe speech of ac¬

ccptance by the Republlcan nomlnee
for iho presidency did not flnd ihe
flnanclal communlty unprepared for its
contents. nnd its npprnval hnd been
expresscd by prevlous buylng of stocks
nt ndvnnelng prtres. Thc satlsfactlon
was directed especlally to thn ex-

pressed purpose of the candidato "to
Interfere wlth legitlninte business ns

llttle as posslble'* In tho perfectlng
of methods for the eontlnuancc of tlie
pollcy of hls predecessnr. The publl-
catlon of the report of the quarterly
earnings of tho Unlted States Steel
Corporntlon was deflnltely fixed for
Tuesday of last week, nnd. as Is not
uniiHiiiil. prellmlnnry estitnates of the
showing proved to have been qulte
nccurate. leavlng llttle In the way ot
fresh actlon to be taken beyond thc
natural proflt-taklng whlch follows
the conflrmatlon of expected events.

The. Increase In earnlngR over the
prevlous quarter -was an Incentlve to
the growth of confldence over the
business outlook whlch has been grow¬
lng up In tho flnanclat district, but.
the falllng off ln volume of nnfllled
otders on hand on June 30th to
lower totnl than slnce the support for
the quarter of 1904 proved a partlal
offset to thls Influence. In the copper
trado condltlons are shown to bo de
clslvely Improved. wlth supplies much
reduced and huyers ohllged to ad¬
vance thelr blds to fill requlrements.

Crop Oullook Good.
Occaslonal reports of damage from

rust to the sprlng wheat crop have not
nltered the sustalne.l confldence in a

favorablq outeome of the year's crops
as a -whole. Calls for large forces of
harvest hands from tlie Northwcst and
preparatlons by the railroads for a
liberal car movement conflrm thls con¬
fldence. The Improvement in condl¬
tlon of the cotton crop durlng the
month of .luly extended the influence
of the crop prospect to th«» Southern
sectlon. Sales of commodlty bllls in
the foreign exchange market have ac-
companled this growlng assurance over
the surplus to be available for export
snd promlse a balance against the ex¬
pected wlthdrawals of cash by Intorlor
markets to effect the movoment of
the crops.

Ilarrliiinn-Gould ( omblne.
In the fleld of larger policles of cor¬

poratlons and capitnllsts there were
important developnicnts. The terms of
settlement of the $S.000,000 Whoellng
nnd Lake Erle notes maturlng August
lst were not formally announced. but
countcnance was glven by the prlncl-
pals to the transactlon to reports that
advances from the Harrlman group
figured in the settlement.

Not Hiile Iucrenwe.
The questlon of rate increases hy

the railroads was stlll actively dls¬
cussed. but wlth less confldence in Its
feaslblllty. Formal announcement from
the Interstate Commerce Commission
that it would proceed to the Investiga¬
tion of proposed rate increases bb
fitted in anticipation of any actual
complalnt was interpreted as an ad-
monition to moderation ln ralslng
rates.
